VI. 
Ritualiem in England. 
The leading Roman Catholic paper of En- 
gland testifies to the zeal of the Ritualists and 
counts upon many converts to the church of 
Rome thiough the differences of the low and 
high church party. It says: “It is morally 
impossible that men like Mr. Sedgwiek, of 
Manchester, or Purchas, of Brighton, can con- 
tinue to work under superiors holding the 
views of the Bishops of Manchester and Chi- 
chester. Even amongst the Ritualists, who 
profess to dislike Rome“ the most, there is a 
palpable—though, no doubt, unconscious to 
themselves—drawing nearer and nearer to- 
ward us. In spite of their educational preju- 
dices, and notwithstanding the horrors of 
Popery' in which they have been brought 
up, the best men of the Catholic school in 
Church of England are beginning 
to see that a center of unity is absolutely 
necessary if the Catholic faith is to be 
preserved; and more and more do they lament 
the terrible bondage of Erastianism with which 
their church is bound by chains of iron to the 
State. In these matters even the present gen- 
eration of Anglicans ia advancing rapidly to- 
ward Catholicism, and from their children we 
may look forward toa very numerous return 
to the Catholic Church. The solid front pre- 
sented by the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States, and the action of the late 
General Convention upon the subject of Ritu- 
alism, does not give promise of much recruit- 
ing ‘from her ranks to those of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Ritualism in this country is 
not likely to be the road to Rome.

The Capital of Kentucky. 
The subject of the removal of the capital of 
Kentucky, which is annually discussed by the 
people and press of the State, is again brought 
before the attention of the public, as is the 
custom on the eve of the re-assembling of the 
General Assembly. The Lexington Gazette, 
in speaking of this much agitated subject, 
says: The Kentucky Legislature re-assem- 
bles on the 6th day of next month. A few 
days before their adjournment in March last, 
they by resolution invited proposals from sev- 
eral towns and cities in the Commonwealth, 
with a view to ascertain what inducements 
might be offered to the State for the 
removal of the capital to either one 
of the designated points, Lexington is 
one of the cities named in that resolution. The
